It is with feelings ot the greatest 
regret that I have to acquaint you 
with the melancholy news that 
Sergt J. Cockerill has given his lite 
for the country he loved so well. 

This is the first time 1 have 
troubled you with any — letters of 
mine, but the fact that Sergt Cock- 
erill and myself had many triends 
in common in your town gave me 
the feeling that it was up to me to 
drap you a line. 

‘He joined the ‘'Guides” in’ Cal- 
gary together with the rest of us, 
when war was declared, and at 
Valcartier when the ‘‘Guides’’ were 
disbanded, he went to the R.C.D. 
with Dempster and several ethers. 
They kept this regiment in England 
for some time after the 1st Contin- 
geut came out and he was verv 
sore, as he was so keen to really 
come to close terms with the 
** Boche.”’ 

When I heard that the R.C.D. 
had arrived, | went to see him at 
once, as 1 had just come through 
the Battle of Ypres and wanted to 


see a friend, and he and I had al- 


ways been ‘‘chummy.” I found 

him and he was bursting to get into 
the trenches and do something. 
| His wish was tulfilled very soon and 
for 3 or 4 months he was taking his 
jturn in the Empire’s Front Line. 
| He was a ‘'troop Scout” and was 
never so happy as when he was de- 
| ping out some scheme to annoy the 
|Huns. At last one of his ideas 
|went to headquarters and he was 
sent for and kept there, doing val- 
| uable work and making himselt liked 
| by all he came in contact with from 
| the officers to the orderlies. 


During this time, | saw quite a
